The latest doings of the Turks, Iike the closing of. the Constan- 
tinople branch of the Bank of Athens, threatened confiscation of 
property deposited in Constantinople banks by departing Greeks, and 
violation of the armistice by constam! concentratian of forces in 
Thrace, where the troops have even occupied an islet at the mouth of 
the Maritza River, have further strained Greco-Turkish relations, 
The provocative attitude of Turkey has been the subject of repeated 
eonferences between the Premier, Ministers of War and Marine, the 
Commander-in-Chief and the leader of the revolution. Foreign 
Minister Alexandris is going to Lausanne to-morrow, it being obvidus 
to everybody that the present uncertainty cannot continue indefinitely. 
Greece is keen for peace but, with an-army like that which she 
disposes to-day, she is not likely to stand Turkish provocations much 
longer. :

London. May 8. 

“According to what the’ Daily Chronicle describes as a most 
reliable authority, the Cabinet point te approving a strongly backed 
scheme for a super express mail and Passenger service, ten thousand 
miles across the Empire, by rigid airships, ef a perfecied type. 
larger than any hitherto built. Experts have emphasically approved 
from the widest viewpoint of Empire defence. It is understood that 
the report of the Committee on Imperial defence now “being sub- 
mitted to the Cabinet, is so favourable ‘that general Government 
approval of the plan and Siate co-operation are regarded almost as 
a foregone conclusion. Figures have been Prepared showing that 
the ‘airships could swifthy carry hundreds of troops to vital points. 
Experts have also been investigating the question of an seroplane- 
carrying airship. 


SPECLAL CONSTABLES BILL PASSES COMMONS.

The Special Constables Bill passed the third reading in the 
House of Commons by 247 votes to 107, after renewed opposition 
on the part of the Labourites and Radicals.

and the latter, if recent reports 
are to be relied on, might give 
active assistance against Turkey. 
In the end the, Kemalists might 
Nlosa all they hava recently 
gained, and more. But one can- 
not get away from the vista-ot 
serious possibilities developing 
through a.new Balkan war. {5 
the whole area to be the scene of 
another protracted campaign? 
There isthe risk of further inter- 
national controversies. It might 
be as well to show the Turks that 
they cannot flout the bigger 
nations with impunity, but those 
nations would rather keep oat of 
the whole sorry business if they 
could.
